The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Sung (U.S. 
6,184,945), considered to be the closest prior art, did not teach or suggest forming the 
first capacitor electrode entirely over the address wire (see page 13, paragraph 4 of 
applicant's arguments filed August 29, 2003). In the examiner's opinion, it would not 
have been obvious to modify the device taught by Sung in this manner.
